While Carroll was on his way a re- 
porter notified the elder Carroll,. who 
was at his law offices.

The fate of the proposed new city 
charter will be decided by the voters of 
St. Louis tomorrow. 

The polls will be opened at 6 a. m. 
in each of the 474 voting precincts and 
closed at 7 p. m. Voters will have 13 
hours in which to go to the polls and 
cast their votes on the charter. 

Only a majority of the votes cast is re- 
quired to adopt the charter. An erro- 
neous impression has been created that 
a three-fifths or two-thirds majority is 
necessary. 

Every registered voter is entitled <o a 
vote at the charter election. A request 
was issued by the Charter Campaign 
Committee Monday that every supporter 
of the new charter go to the polls as 
early as possible and cast his vote in 
favor of its adoption. 

Hard Fight in Hivwer Wards. 

The campaign leaders said that. senti- 
ment west of Grand avenue was found 
to be almost unanimous for the charter. 
It is expected that the charter will get 
more than an even break in several of 
the river wards, where the hardest fight 
is being made against it. 

The Socialists, in connection with 
some of the Socialistic labor leaders, are 
maintaining’ an anti-charter organiza- 
tion, and Henry W. Kolkschneider, a 
North St. Louis brewer, has financed 
the distribution of rome anti-charter lit- 
erature. 

Frederick N. Judson, member of the

In order to prevent fraud, if possible, 
the Campaign Committee has offered a 
reward of $100 for any information of 
crooked work on the part of any elec- 
tion judge or clerk, or any voter. 

The committee also filed with the 
Board of Election Commissioners an af- 
fidavit stating that it had .discovered 
evidence of fraudulent registration. 

Five Irregularities Alleged. 

The affidavit was made by Leon 
G. Achard, who investigated a charge 
of fraudulent registration in the Sev- 
enth precinct of the Fifth Ward. Sec- 
retary Jones of the Campaign Com- 
mittee requested the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners to make an im- 
mediate investigation. 

Achard stated in his affidavit that 
he had found that five names were 
on the registration books from 1004 
Franklin avenue, which should not 
be there. 

One of the names registered from 
the rooming house is that of Arthur 
Franklin. Achard said he found that 
Franklin was not living at the house 
June 16, the day of registration, and 
was not entitled to be registered from 
that address. 

Another name on the 
books is that of Smithy McKnight. 
Achard ore he could not find any 
such person living at that address. 
Thomas O'Neill's name also was 
placed on the registration books, but 
Achard said he found that O'Neill 
moved away two months before reg- 
istration day. Neither could he find 
John Daly at 1008 Franklin rice 
or any information that he ever ha 
lived there. Charles E. Lacy of 1008% 
Franklin avenue apparently placed 
his name on the registration books 
June 16, but Achard swore that his 
investigation showed he moved away 
from there two months ago.

NEW TORK, June 29.—The Herald 
this morning printed the second install- 
ment of a long story on the Mexican sit- 
uation, based on the contents of a batch 
of letters stolen from the Washington 
office of Capt. Sherbourne G. Hopkins. 
Capt. Hopkins is one of a number 
of. el anal taaelaitial who have interested them- 
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derived occasional fees from their serv- 
ices, real or supposed, to certain in- 
terests concerned in the Mexican situa- 
tion. Capt. Hopkins’ letters, which 
form the chief basis for the Herald's 
story, show a generous estimate of his 
own importance as a factor in the pres- 
ent case. They do not definitely show 
very much else. 

The Herald prefaced the first install- 
ment of its story, printed yesterday, 
with a lang announcement of the things 
which it expected to prove. The actual 
contents of the letters, compared with 
this preface, show that the writer of 
the Herald articles availed himself of 
the time-honored privilege of “thunder- 
ing in the index.” 

H. C. Pierce Named as Backer. 

The preface declared that the present 
Mexican revolution was, in fact, but a 
contest between two conflicting groups 
of oil and railroad interests. H. Clay 
Fierce, oil magnate and former 8t. 
Louisan, was named as the financial 
backer of the Carranza-Villa revolu- 
tionists, with Hopkins as his interme- 
diary in dealing with Carranza. It was 
hinted, though not definitely asserted. 
that the rival Cowdray interest, headec 
by Sir Weetman Pearson, was backing 
Huerta, and that the three Huerta iJelce- 
gates to the Niagara Falls mediation 
conference are representatives of the 
Cowdray interest. From this, the de- 
duction was drawn that the Pierce in- 
terest waa trying to block mediation, by 
discrediting the Huerta envoys, and 
thus was seeking to force intervention 
in Mexican affairs by the United States. 

So much for the “‘Index.’’ The actual 
correspondence divides itself into two 
parts. The first part is the letters writ- 
ten by Hopkins to Pierce, Carranza and 
others, which dwell at length on Hop- 
kins’ own intimate knowledge of. Mex- 
ican matters and his influence with va- 
rious interests. These letters contain 
sweeping assertions, from which almost 
anything could be inferred. But it is a 
significant fact that none of them re- 
fers to any time earlier than last Jan- 
uary, when the Carranza revolution had 
been an established fact for more than 
six months, and that there is no state- 
ment, even in Hopkins’ words, to indi- 
cate that he had anything to do with 
ttarting the revolution. 

The second pert of the correspondence, 
Pierce's letters to Hopkins, is much less 
voluminous and much more enlightening, 
It shows clearly Pierce’s position in the 
whole Mexican matter, but it does not 
show any state of facts such as the 
Herald outlined in its preface, that he 
exercised any particular influence with 
Carranza, though unquestionably he 
would have liked to do so. 

Pierce’s Interests Impaired. 

Pierce’s letters show this: That hi3 
oil interests in Northern Mexico were sec- 
riously impaired, and his railma.d in- 
terests almost annihilated ky the revolu- 
tion. That, as has been well known 
heretofore, the Pierce corporation was 
invited to return to Tampico after 
the Constitutionalists took that port 
That Pierce, desiring to sea his oi! inter-

Later in April Hopkins wrote to Pierce 
that “my friend Pani’ was to be placed 
in charge of the railways in the north. 

The longest of Pierce's purported let- 
ters to Hopkins is printed in the second 
installment of the Herald story today. 
In that letter, dated May 12, Pierce 
asked Hopkins to use his supposed in- 
fluence with New York newspapers— 
the Herald being particularly mentioned 
—to obtain the publication of articles 
discrediting the Huerta peace envoys a* 
Niagara Falls. He said: 

“I think you should use the inclosed 
clipping of May 11 as the basis of a 
strong article in the New York Her- 
ald and elsewhere as you can 4ar- 
range, showing that all three of 
Huerta’s peace envoys are controlled 
by Cowdray. You know that Luis 
Elguero always has been Cowdray's 
personal attorney in Mexico and 
chairman of the Mexican Board, Na- 
tional Railways of Mexico, since Li- 
mantour left Mexico.’ 

Pierce went on to state that, unless 
Carranza acted promptly, the Mexican 
railroad situation would be beyond his 
control. ‘‘When Huerta is disposed of,” 
Pierce said, ‘‘England, France and Ger- 
many will easily convince the United 
States that Cowdray’s long-time control 
of the railroad, and, in fact, of Mexico, 
must not be disturbed.”’ 

“I hope,’ said Pierce, “that you will 
get busy with your newspaper friends, 
so that they will convince the public. 
here and abroad, that the Mexican peace 
envoys represent Cowdray, the actual 
controller of Mexico outside Constitu- 
tionalist lines.”’ 

Hopkins Solicited Funds. 

April 20, 1914, Hopkins wrote, in a 
rather aggrieved tone, to Pierce, remind- 
ing him that he had waited in vain for 
needed funds, and declaring that he 
(Hopkins) had refused to accept a penny 
from other interests, remaining ffee 
from all entanglements, ‘‘in order that I 
might better represent you upon the es- 
tablishment of the new regime.” Con- 
sidering the magnitude of the interests 
which, in the Herald's interpretation of 
the matter, were involved in the Hop- 
kins-Pierce correspondence, the reader 
would suppose that the money Hopkins 
wanted was not less than $50,000, and 
was perhaps $100,000. It is quite a sur- 
yrise, therefore, to find Hopkins, in his 
next letter, thanking Pierce for a $500 
remittance, and adding that he wishez 
it might .have been $1000, the amount 
which he had hoped for. 


Another batch of letters and memoran 
da contains what appears to be a noie 
for Senor Urquidi, a Constitutionalisi 
egent, which it was desired to have 


him transmit to Carranza. This note 
c.ntained Hopkins’. statement that he 
had talked with John Lind, Presiden’ 
Wilson’s confidential agent in Mexican 
affairs, and that Lind ha‘4 privately atl. 
vised that the Constitutio va2lists should 
not consent to a truce during the media- 
tion proceedings. Hopkins’ repert uf 
this conversation read: 

“Lind, in private conversation with me 
lust night, expressed approval of course 
of chief in consenting to head mediation 
preposals of the plenipoticnt‘aries of Ar- 
gentina, Brazil and Chile. But as to the 
cessation of hostilities which plenipoten- 
tiaries will next propose »s preliminary 
ts further negotiations, Lind could net 
see that revolution would profit in any 
degree by agreeing to such proposal. 

“Lind Opposed Compromise.” 

“Lind is opposed to mpage In 


regard to embargo, Lind said President 
besitated to raise embargo at this time 
while mediation negotiations were 
pending, but added that if meanwhile 
rertrechos were exported from United 
States to Cuba for transhipment ‘o 
Matamoros or coast of Tamaulipas in 
schooners, he would give assuranccs 
tiat no obstacle would be placed in the 
way by Washington.” 

In other letters, Hopkins goes still 
farther in trying to persuade the Car- 
ranzistas that the Wilson administration 
was not sincere in the effort to get 
them to consent to mediation. Hopkins 
wrote that President Wilson ‘has dis- 
creetly permitted it to be known thar 
there was no reason why you should 
consent to mediation in respect to the in- 
ternal] affairs of Mexico, because, in the 
opinion of the American Government, as 
in your own opinion, the only way t» 
pacify the country would be the com- 
plete triumph of the revolution.” 

Hopkins then proceeded to try to dis- 
credit Secretary of-State Bryan with the 
Constitutionalists, and hinted that Bryan 
was working to put someone else in Car- 
ranza’s place as head of the revolution. 
He added that President Wilson’s suzg- 
gestions were ‘“‘pure and well intended 
in every respect, as distinct from those 
of Mr. Bryan, for whose retirethent from 
the Cabinet there is at present such . 
popular demand.”’ 


Not Hampered by Facts. 

The idea of a ‘popular demand” for 
Bryan’s retirement will be news even to 
those Americans who have most severe- 
ly criticised some of his acts. This 
statement in Hopkin’s letter indicates 
that Hopkins was not hampered by facts 
in his representations to the Mexicans. 

Pierce wrote Hopkins a letter, dated 
May 7, in which he told of a report 
from one of his agents in Northern 
Mexico. This agent, designated as ‘“‘“Mr 
G.,"" had made some recommendations as 
to railroad matters in Northern Mexico, 
which Pierce quoted as follows: 

‘“*Carranza should as soon as possib'c

Pierce Didn’t Know “Pani,” 
Pierce added that he had “not the 


pleasure of Mr. Pani’s acquaintance,”’ 
but added that he hoped Pani was well 
fitted for the work of managing the 
railroads. 

A memorandum from Hopkins for 
Zubaran, a Constitutionalist rep- 
resentative, stated that Cartanza ought 
to declare vacant the Board of Di- 
rectors of the National Railways, of 
which Luis Elguero, one of the media- 
tion envoys, was chairman, and appoint 
directors of his own. 

There was another letter from Hop- 
kins to Carranza, urging the chief not 
te consent to a cessation of hostilities. 

Capt. Hopkins, according to Washing- 
ton’ dispatches, says a sneak thief 
broke into his office two months ago 
and took not only a auantity of corre- 
spondence, but also some of the office 
stationery. Hopkins does not admit 
that he wrote all the letters attributed 
to him. - He says there is nothing in 
the letters to support the assertion that 
the war in Mexico is a conflict between 
rival oil interests, or that those inter- 
ests are doing anything more than to 
strive for self-protection. 

A statement from the elder Francisco 
Madero, father of the murdered Mexi- 
can President, printed here today, con- 
tained a denial of an implication, con- 
tained in part of the Hopkins corre- 
spondence, that oil interests financed 
Madero’s revolution. He said the Ma- 
dero family did the financing.

There was no letter from Carranza 
showing that he depended in any way 
on the advice or assistance of Pierce 
or Hopkins. Save for the note from 
Vasconcelos, there was nothing to show 
that any sympathizer of Carranza was 
under any obligation whatever to Pierce. 

Earliest Letter Dated Jan. 8. 

Hopkins’ earliest letter in the batch 
of stolen correspondence was dated 
Jan. 8 last, and told of a meeting be- 
| tween Luis Cabrera and a Mr. Pes- 
quiera, Pierce and himself, Jan. 6, at 
which railroad matters were the topic 
of conversation, Pierce at that time, 
according to Hopkins, told Cabrera, a 
Constitutionalist representative, that he 
would like to see Carranza organize and 
operate the northern railroad lines, first 
for military purposes and later for busi- 
ness purposes.

The phrase “make all the trouble I 
could,” although it refers only to the 
railroad situation in Madero’s time, is 
used, in preface and headlines, to eup- 
port the ideat that Pierce hired Hop- 
kins to start the present revolution 
against Huerta. 

In this second letter from Hopkins to 
Carranza, more details of Pierce’s talk 
with Cabrera were given. Pierce, he 
said, urged Cabrera to protest against 
the plan of a receivership for the Na- 
tional lines, particularly if E. N. Brown 
were to be made receiver. He then fur- 
ther outlined his plan for the separa- 
tion of the Northern from the Southern 
lines, and their use, first in war, ther 
for commerce, the revenues from the 
commercial use to go to the Constitu- 
tionalists for the maintenance of their 
campaign. 

Carranza Had Other Worries. 

The reply from Carranza came nearl7 
three months later, indicating that Hop- 
kins’ correspondence was not the most 
important of the affairs .* the Constitu- 
tionalist chief. The letter was addressed 
to Hopkins under his Mexican alias of 
“Benor 8. Gil Herrera,”’ and began “My

70 TELL WHO GOT 
INTEREST “SPLIT” 


Will Reveal to Whom Bank Paid 
3% Per Cent on Chicago 
City Deposits. 


By Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 29.—The City Council 
today assumed a share in the inquiry 
into the conduct of the closed La Salle 
Street Trust and Savings Bank, which i« 
under investigation by the State and 
national governments. 

The Council has appointed a commit- 
tee to find out to whom was paid the 
“split’’ from the interest on city funda 
carried by the suspended bank. 

The sum involved is said to be $7752. 
The bank paid 83 per cent interest on 
city deposits. The city was paid 24% 
per cent and some unidentified city of- 
ficial is said to have received the re- 
maining three-quarter per cent as a 
perquisite. 

Officers to Appear. 

Officers of the bank, including C. B. 
Munday, its -vice;president, were sum- 
moned to appear before the Counoii 
Committee. City financial officials also 
called. 

W. C. Niblack, receiver of the sus- 
pended bank, said that the person who 
received the ‘‘split’’ check would be, 
made known at the Council Committee 
meeting. 

State and Federal special grand juries 
will assemble in two weeks to hear the 
evidence in the matter of the insolvency 
of the bank. Inquiry into the transac 
tions of the Lorimer-Munday string of 
enterprises continued today. 


Bank Run Is HResumed, 
Three hundred persons, mostly for- 


eigners, were in line when the North 
Avenue State Bank opened its doors to- 
day and the run begun Saturday was 
resumed, 

Publicity attending the failure of the 
Lorimer-Munday banks is held re- 
sponsible. On Saturday the North Av- 
enue Bank paid out $200,000 and when 
the doors opened today 300,000 in cur- 
rency, loaned by the Continental and 
Commercial Trust and Savings Bank, 
the largest banking institution in the 
city, was piled in plain sight to reas- 
sure depositors. 

President Reynolds of the Continental 
and Commercial said that the North 
Avenue Pank was perfectly solvent and 
that all the funds necessary would be 
given to meet the extraordinary and 
uncalled-for drain.

Tax Law Upheld by 
U. S. Court in Detroit 
DETROIT, Mich., \June 29. 
ONSTITUTIONALITY of the 
& new Federal incorfie tax ldw 
was upheld today in a deci- 
sion by Judge Arthur J. Tuttle in 
the United States District Court 
here. This is the first court ruling 
on the law. 

The validity of the act was ques- 
tioned by John F. and Horace E. 
Dodge, Detroit manufacturers. Ap- 
peal will be made to the United 
States Supreme Court. —

may be paid to the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue. 

Edward F. Daly, Chief Deputy Rev- 
enue Collector, has estimated that $500,- 
000 is yet due to be turned in within 
this period from St. Louis and the 62 
counties embraced in the eastern dis- 
trict of Missouri. Ordinarily, the of- 
fice is closed at p. m., but will be 
kept open the extra two hours in order 
to give the extreme time limit to all 
parties. 

Daly estimated that $2,600,000 will come 
from the district for the year 1914. Of 
this approximately 41,800,000 has been 
paid. The $500,000 expected within thc 
next 24 hours will raise the total re- 
ceived to $2,800,000. The difference 
expected to come from corporations 
Which have é@lected to pay their tax at 
the end of their fiscal year, which th 
law allows. A portion of this $300,000 is 
expected to come also from delinquents, 
and parties or corporations who have 
made false returns, 


81000 a Minute Pours In.

lector’s office was open only from 9 
until 11 a. m., but in that time $163,000 
income tax was taken in, almost at the 
rate of $1000 a minute. Twenty-seven 
thousand dollars was received in the 
mail alone Sunday. 

Taxes on wholesale and retail liquor 

establishments are also being received 
at the present time, which is keeping 
the office force working to the limit, 
On July 10 a penalty of 5 per cent will 
be attached to unpaid assessments and 
for every additional month of delay the 
penalty will be 1 per cent. This penalty 
cannot be waived by the Secretary of the 
Treasury nor by any Treasury Depart- 
ment official and will be imposed in al! 
cases excepting upon the estates of in- 
sane, deceased or insolvent persons. 
For the present the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue is giving no attention 
to fraudulent returns although much in- 
formation is reaching the department 
at Washington tevery day concerning 
persons who are trying to dodge the 
income tax. Through anonymous letters 
and other strange sources tips are re- 
ceived concerning the income of persons 
who have failed to make returns or 
have made inadequate returns. 
As soon.as the recelpts from honest 
returns have been disposed of, the com- 
missioner and his assistants will begin 
their investigation of the dodgers. Be- 
ginning about Aug. 1 in every commu- 
nity an f{hvestigation will be made of 
the incomes of all persons who are sup- 
posed to fall within the provisions af 
the law. 


Letters Tell of Tax Dodgers. 
One letter received by the Commis- 


sioner of Internal Revenue a few days 
ago gave a detailed statement of a real 
estate action in which three persons 
earned enormous profits. None of the 
three men has made an income tax re- 
turn. The return of a well-known cor- 
poration lawyer in an Eastern city failed 
to list retainer fees from a number of 
corporations whose statements to the 
Treasury Department show the attorney 
is in their employ and regularly on thetr 
salary list.

Servian. Doubtless he counted overmuch upon 
the favor his scheme of a great southern Slav 
kingdom had won, even among Servians, for, 
though Bismarck’s maxim that “Austria must 
press to the East” had no more sincere adherent 
than the dead Prince, he was credited with faith 
in the policy, which had been seriously debated, 
of forming a third k'ngdom of Slavs, united, 
with Austria and Hungary by an “Ausgleich” 
such as now bands the dual monarchy. 

Such a scheme, it was figured, would reunite, 
by force if necessary, the conquered and divided 
Servians of Bosnia and Herzegovina with Monte- 
negro and Servia proper, give the latter the ports 
on the Adriatic she desires and round out a 
mighty empire, compensated in the Balkan penin- 
sular for what ‘t has lost in Italy, and possibly 
even for what it may still have to sacrifice to 
Italian irredentism in Istria and the Trentito. 
The commercial advantages of such a plan for 
shut-in Servia found it some favor among men 
of property. But it cut square across the tradi- 
tions of a thousand years, cherished by a proud, 
strong race encouraged by recent victory to 
dream of other means of liberty and union. 

Our minister resident in the Balkans, George 
Fred Williams, shows. naive surprise at finding 
Austria setting the Albanians at each others 
throats: He might have guessed as much in Bos- 
ton from the unvarying policy of a half a century 
which, @nce Sadowa, has never ceased to seo in 
Salonica its goal and in the Balkan wars and 
jealousies its means. It is the policy of sowing 
the wind to reap the whirlwind; but it does not 
so greatly differ from the military policy of 
other Continental nations that they can cast the 
stone of blame. Austria is not fhe only State to 
suffer from bloodthirsty political assassins. 

The Austrian succession is no great problem. 
Francis Ferdinand’s children are not of the blood 
royal, and the throne should fall next in line 
to young Charles Francis Joseph, who is popular 
enough in the. kingdom—perhaps because he is 
not old enough, nor until now near enough to the 
throne, to be saddled by public opinion with any 
policy whatever. 


BELATED CHARTER SCARES. 
It is singular that the men who are now de- 
nouncing and misrepresenting charter clauses fn 
the charter said nothing when these clauses were 
first published and discussed. — 
There never was a charter which had greater 
publicity and ffeedom of discussion in the making. 
Public hearings were held on every point and 
the best counsel at home and abroad was taken. 
The proof of the insincerity of the bitter cam- 
paigmw against the charter is found in the fact 
that the alleged awful effects of certain parts 
of it were carefully kept back until a few weeks 
before the election. 
No voter should be misled by these trumped 
up scares designed to fool the people. 
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PROPOSED MEDICAL INQUISITION. 

It was the opinion of the 3500 members of the 
American Medical Association, in session at At- 
lantic City, Wednesday, that “public welfare 
would be conserved if every man, woman and 
child were to be subjected to a compulsory exam- 
ination as to physical fitness once every year.” 
This scheme of the strongest organisation of 
the most numerous medical school has been gath-. 
ering headway for several years, but not, we may 
be sure, among the proposed victims. It is a gi- 
gantic plot to foist a medical tyranny upon the 
people, the full results of which are not hard to 
foresee. 

A yearly compulsory medical examination 
would, of course, be a juicy plum, financially, to 


: 
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mean an enormous addition to their numbers, for 
it would be no small task to examine, especially 
by compulsion, every man, woman and child in a 
population of nearly 100,000,000. Quite a number 
might resist. 

But compulsory medical examination would be 
futile without compulsory medical and surgical 
treatment, just as'a certain style of inquisition 
was seen to be futile without the accompanying 
torture. Are the people of this- great country 
willing to be delivered, bound hand and foot, so 
to speak, into the clutches of this medical octopus?

July owes ite name to one of the most 
dramatio incidents in history. After 
getting his tolls repeal bill through the 
Roman Senate, Caesar insisted up sn 
keeping that body in session until it did 
something about the trusts.

He said 
he had received thousands of letters 
from business men saying that unless 
they had peace and quiet for a while 
everything would collapse. He accused 
Brutus, Casoa and others of the oppo- 
sition party with having inspired these 
letters, and announced his determination 
to keep the Senate at work until it 
passed his trust bill, if it took all sum- 
mer. The next morning, while passing 
from the White House to the Senate 
chamber, he was set upon by Casca cand 
Brutus and some of their associates, and, 
assassinated. Jhus perished the grea: 
est reformer the world had known up) 
to that time, a soldier, statesman and 
author. Ee had ended the war in Gaul 
by dividing that country into three 
parts, revised the Roman tariff down- 
ward, reformed the currency, adjusted 
the canal tolls controversy with the 
Persians, and stuck strictly to business, 
aeither going bear hunting nor playing 
golf. Mark Antony, who preached the 
funeral oration, suggested that the 
month of Quintilus, in which he had 
been born, become his monument, and 
the name of the month wag therefore 
changed to July. Being rid of Caesar, 
the Senate adjourned, the trust bill was 
abandoned, and Rome fell. Once mis- 
tress of the world, it is now one of the 
little picture postal ki gdoms on the 
Mediterranean.

ODERNS have been g0 accus- 
Mi tomed to considering the defects 
of the pagan character that they 
lightly pass over many traits which we 
consider virtues when practiced by our- 
selves. Sometimes we characterize as 
superstitions practices which we desig- 
nate by a wholly different term when 
we resort to them. 


That the pagan could have been pious 
seems utterly impossible to those who 
disregard the primary meaning of the 
word, which seems to be broad enough 
to embrace any sentiment proceeding 
from or actuated by feligious feeling. 
Measuring the ancient Romans by this 
definition, they appear as an eminently 
pious people, for despite the assumption 
that they were extremely irreligious 
and skeptical, their everyday Hfe and 
practices indicated a degree of faith of 
which we can hardly form a conception 
in modern times. 

The augurs may have winked at each 
other when performing some of their 
rites, but the people generally were pro- 
found believers and carried their beliefs 
into the dafly minutiae of their lives. 
All the writings of the pagan satirists, 
epigramatists, poets, historians, and 
even those of the actuaril who got up 
the daily records, attest this fact. The 
necessity of strictly adhering to forms

WHEAT CROP IN KANSAS 
BREAKS ALL RECORDS 


Exceeds by 60,000,000 Bushels 
That of Any Previous 


Season. 

TOPEKA, Kan., June 29.—The Kansas 
wheat crop is 154,000,000 bushels, accord- 
ing to a report issued today by F. D. 
Coburn, Secretary of the State Board of 
Agriculture, showing the condition of 
winter wheat is .98 of a full crop, based 
on an acreage of 8,873,000. 

The crop is 60,000,000 bushels greater 
than any previous crop. While Secre- 
tary Coburn does not in his report give 
the exact bushel yield, his report is 
based on a full crop of 18 bushels to the 


acre. 

The condition of corn is given at 93.8, 
or 8.2 better than a year ago. The acre- 
age is 5,500,000. The report says Kansas 
has 1,470,000 acres of oats, with a condi- 
tion of 87.1, or 37.8 points better than at 
this time in 1913. 

Heavy rains fell in many parts of the 
Btate today, doing some damage to 
crops, and a high wind destroyed sev- 
eral buildings at Benton.

Buying Demand Is Light in Late ci 


Session; London Trad- 
ing Quiet. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 29.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 

view today, says: 

“There was no responsé in either home 
or foreign markets to the Austrian trag- 
edy, and security prices in general 
st.owed little change from the quotations 
obtaining at the close of last year. So 
far as the market here was concernea, 
it became utterly stagnant after opening 
a trifle higher. Later, there was a frac- 
tional reaction, but this Was not im- 
portant, owing to the narrow trading 
here. . 

“Before the close there was a lit- 
tle interest shown in some of the 
active shares, but even the profes- 
sional traders, who had the market 
in hand, did little or nothing. 

“There was a sharp break in for- 
eign exchange before the close, on 
offerings of bills that had been ac- 
cumulated in anticipation of much 
broader buying for the July settle- 
— Obligations than appeared to- 

ay 

“The day’s trading on the whole 
yielded the smallest volume of busi- 
ness except for one day in 1913, that 
the market has witnessed for 16 
years. 


Banks Buy Paper. 

“Operations in the money market 
had chiefly to do with arrangements 
to provide for the large July 1 divi- 
dend and interest disbursements. 
These caused some calling of Wall 
street loans by banks here and out 
of town. But the highly significant 
development of the day was the 
broadening of_the demand for mer- 
cantile paper. This followed the re- 
turn to the market of various banks 
that had temporarily withdrawn last 
week, on the news of the mercantile 
failure. 

“The buying of paper today was 
such as to indicate that normal ab- 
sorption by banks was again. in 
fee te and that there would be 
ittle, if any, falling off in the orders 
for paper sent on by out-of-town 
banks. Some of the buying was also 
for the account of banks here and 
although the purchases were not of 
extraordinary volume, owing to the 
approach of the half-yearly settle- 
ment, the situation as a whole showed 
decided improvement over that ex- 
isting at the close of last week. 

“There were no gold engagements 
today, and the foreign exchange mar- 
ket reflected a somewhat less urgent 
demand for London remittances. The 
banks transferred $600,000 to San 
Francisco, and payments for the in- 
come tax were again heavy. 

“There was a fall of 1144 points in Pan- 
ama bonds on a sale of a $100,000 block, 
but this occasioned little surprise, as 
oe bonds have been inactive for some 
time. 

‘‘The bond market, as a whole, was in- 
teresting, and although no new loans 
for large sums were offered, it was evl- 
dent that the bond salesmen were pro- 
paring to make their periodical excur- 
sion into New Fngland and other near- 
by territory for the purpese: of: indwe- 
ing early investment of a portion of the 
semi-annual dividend fund, which will be 
rcleased tomorrow. 

“This operation is always full of hu- 
man interest, and because of the recent 
stagnation in the bond market, the suc- 
cess of the venture this year will be 
awaited with keen interest everywhere.”
